Instruments. 

I wilt-read for a text the first ; 
three verses found in the 92d | 
Psalm. 

It is a good thing to give 


sing praises unto thy name, O 
most High: 


To show forth thy loving 
kindness in the morning, and 
thy faithfulness every night, 

pon an_ instrument of ten 
strings, and upon the psaltery; 
upon the harp with a solemn 
sound. 

I will state, first, that at one 
time I was somewhat prejudiced 
against musical instruments in 
church service, or worshipping 
the Lord with them at any time. 
I tried to put up an argument 
that most instruments of music 
are used in the worldly dance 
or in saloons or other places of 
worldly amusements. I would 
try to sustain the argument by 
Scripture, such as the 6th chap- 
ter of Amos, where Israel had 
backslidden and had _ given 
themselves to drinking and giv- 
ing vent to their feelings in a 
hilarious way with musical in- 





struments. 
I tried to show that they only , 
delighted in those things after 
they had backslidden. After a 
more serious view of the matter, 
I am _ persuaded that even 
though we should backslide and 
lose our joy in the Lord, we will 
not lose our love for music 
There is born within every soul 
an instinct to love music. I am 
sure that God is the author of 
music. Music is composed of 
melodies harmonized. Who is 
thé author of melody? I say 
God Himself. Melody is pleas- 
ing to the ear; it gives a rest- 
ful feeling to the listener. The 
lion growls in anger, it is grat- 
ing on our nerves. Satan has 
entered the wild beasts, they 
give out no melody, their very 
countenance denotes a discord, 
a growl; nothing melodious or 
them. Also 
Satan is the author of discord; 


mony. It is a cross to his na- 
ture to think that he harmonizes 
music.

Can One be a Christian And 


- Still Transgress God’s Laws|

Can one violate or transgress 
God’s Word or Laws and remain 
a child of God? I meet many in 
these days who say they were 
born into the family of God and 
even tho they become disobe- 
dient they still remain a child of 
God. The question arises in my 
mind, is perfect obedience at all 
times essential to Christian ex- 
perience; and not only so but 
can one retain the Holy Ghost 
in his or her life and be con- 
tinually disobedient to God? For 
my part I truly believe that in 
order to remain a Christian one 
must be obedient to God at all 
times. 

Not very far from where I 
live a certain preacher, who is 
opposed to holiness, told his 
congregation last Sunday that 
it was absolutely impossible to 
live without sin; that he had 
been preaching for a number 
of years and that he sinned ev- 
ery minute of his life. My, my, 
the devil himself could not beat 
that. Now I consider sin as an 
act of disobedience and that is 
what sin really is. 1 Johh 3:4 
says, “Whosoever committeth 
sin transgresseth also the law 
for sin is the transgression of 
the law.” Now this transgression 
may be committed é¢ither by do- 
ing what God says we must not 
do or by neglecting to do what 
God says we must do. 


When Adam and Eve ate of 
the forbidden friut it was an act 
of disobedience to God’s law be- 
cause God had said, “Thou shalt 
aot eat” of certain fruit an 
they ate. They only did what 
God said they should not do. 
And by this one act of disobe- 
dience the whole world was 
plunged into sorrow and heart- 
aches, and not only so, but be- 
cause of this one act of disobe- 
dience it caused the only begot- 
ten Son of God to give up His 
home in heaven and bear the 
mocks and scoffs of men and 
to be crucified that the world 
might be redeemed. It was not 
the fruit that they ate that de- 
filed them, it was the act of dis- 
obedience. In fact that is the 
only way men can sin now for 
sin is the transgression of the 
law. 

Now let us apply this to all 
professing Christians. John said, 
“Whosoever transgresseth, and 
abideth not in the doctrine of 
Christ, hath not God. He that 
abideth in the doctrine of Christ, 
he hath both the Father and the 
Son.” 2 John 9. Mark the plain 
statement “Whosoever trans- 
gresseth * * * hath not God.” 
Ask the majority of professing 
Christians to-day if they are 
saved and they will answer, “I 
hope so, I think I am, I belong 
to the church, I am 
doing the best I can”; just any 
answer except yes or no. The 
fact is they are the very ones 
who say they have to sin a little 
every day and I hear John say, 
“He that saith, I know him, and 
keepeth not his commandments, 
is a liar, and the truth is not in 
him. He that keepeth his com- 
mandments dwelleth in him, and 
hein him. And hereby we know 
that he abideth in us, by the 
Spirit which he hath given us.” 
I John 3:24. In verse 6 it is 
said, “Whosoever abideth in him 
sinneth not.” Now since sin is 
the breaking of his command- 
ments one could not sin and 
keep them too; consequently, 
“Whosoever abideth in him sin- 
neth not,” so it is impossible to 
be a Christian and live in dis- 
obedience to God and His laws. 


It is no wonder that those 
who transgress the law of God 
daily have no real assurance of 
being saved. But some one 
says it is impossible to keep all 
the commandments of God. Let 
James come on the witness 
stand: “For whosoever shall 
keep the whole law, and yet of- 
fend in one point, he is guilty 
of all.” Jas. 2:10. Now in re- 
gard to the question, “Can one 
retain the Holy Ghost in his or 
her life and be continually dis- 
obedient to God?” I have met 
many in my time who claimed 
to have the Holy Ghost abiding 
in their temples and who de- 
clared for years that God had 
called them to preach the Gos- 
‘pel but thev never went and still 
claim the Holy Ghost abides.

Now my opinion is if God has 
called us to preach His Word 
we had better obey and go re- 
gardless of what the cost may 
be for there are many big fish 
and lions in the way to catch 
run-away Jonahs, and _ disobe- 
dient men of God. Many say, 
“I know God has called me to 
preach, but I have such a big 
family I cannot go.” - What? 
You have the Holy Ghost and 
believe Ggd has said to you to 
go preach and you don’t believe 
God will provide for your fam- 
ily? If so, either God never 
called you or you are an unbe- 
liever one; and Mark 16:16 says, 
“He that believeth not shall be 
damned.” We had _ better be 
careful and obey God. 


I had a sister ask me one 
time, “What must I do? God 
has called me to preach; I have 
six children; my husband is not 
willing for me to leave him and 
the children and I feel so bad 
about it, because I cannot go.” 
I told her it was not the God of 
Heaven, but some other god 
that was calling her, because 
Titus 2:4-5 teaches young wom- 
en with families how to obey 
God. But if God has called an 
elderly woman who is not 
bound by a husband or family 
to preach the Gospel she must 
obey, or if God has called a man 
and his wife or a man by him- 
self you had better give up the 
idea of: making a crop or doing 
anything else except go and 
preach the Gospel. God will go 
with you and my God shall sup- 
ply all your needs according to 
His riches in Glory by Christ Je- 
sus. But if we fail. continue to 
disobey God and will not go, lis- 
ten what He says, “And to you: 
who are troubled rest with us, 
when the Lord Jesus shall be 
revealed from heaven with his 
mighty angels, in flaming fire 
taking vengeance on them that 
know not God, and that obey 
not the gospel of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ: Who shall be pun- 
ished with everlasting destruc- 
tion from the presence of the 
Lord, and from the glory of his 
power; When he shall come to 
be glorified in his saints, and to 
be admired in all them that be- 
lieve * * * in that day.” 2 Thes. 
1:7-10. 

That is an awful penalty and 
every one should take warning 
and obey the call of God and be- 
lieve that whatsoever He has 
promised He is also able to per- 
form, 

Now in conclusion let me 
say, dear friend, there is no such 
thing as a disobedient Chris- 
tian. If a man or woman has 
disobeyed, he or she may re- 
pent and obtain forgiveness, but 
the true standard of a Spirit- 
filled life is that of perfect obe- 
dience to the known will of 
God. It is only those who do 
His commandments who have 
the promise of entering in thro 
the gates into the city. , 

Let us not entertain a false 
hope. Many thousands are 
claiming to be on their way to 
heaven and some are even 
members of the Church of God 
and seem to be full of Holy 
Zeal, and yet are living in con- 
stant open disobedience to God 
and God’s Word, God’s laws and 
God’s call to preach the gospel. 
Just as certain as God sent His 
Son into the world to redeem 
lost and fallen humanity they 


will find themselves deceived at! 


the judgment unless they find it 
out before and repent. May 
God grant that many of them 
may find out the truth before it 
is too late.
